Last Link in Huge 

Water Aqueduct Is 

Nearly Completed 


Working in a deep trench carv- 
ed into the western flank of tow- 
ering Mt. San Jacinto, construc- 
tion crews of the Metropolitan 
Water District of Southern Cali- 
fornia today were completing a 
400-foot section of the Casa Loma 
siphon, last link on the gigantic 
Colorado River aqueduct. 

This comparatively tiny seg- 
ment of the world’s largest water 
supply system is the last aqueduct 
section to be completed. When it 
is finished within the next few 
weeks, the main aqueduct will be 
ready for service all the way from 
the Colorado river to the Cajalco 
reservoir on the coastal plains, a 
distance of 242 miles.

Too Far? 


One of the major dangers in California’s liberalized pen- 
sion allotments is in going too far. Another danger is in the 
lack of uniformity throughout the nation. 

This state is out-distancing all other states in the amount 
that is being given to residents over 65 years of age. This 
fact, combined with California’s famous weather, is bring- 
ing more and more people to this golden state. 

Everyone has become pension-minded sinee Dr, Francis 
E. Townsend launched his movement. Laborers, business- 
men, the general public and publie officials are now more or 
less willing and eager to provide suitable compensation for 
the aged. 

It is doubtful, however, if the right basis has been reach- 
‘ed on which to build a gigantie fund for distribution to the 
aged. Taxpayers in this county and all other counties for- 
merly had enough to worry about in providing funds for 
general county government The pension cost is just so 
much additional. The condition is very critical because there 
is no end in sight. 

Governor Olson has recently signed a ‘‘lberalized pension 
law’’. Already the pension rolls are expanding at the rate 
of thousands of names every month. Los Angeles county, 
for example, adds 500 names each month on the pension rolls. 
There are 510,000 Californians who are over 65 years of age 
and 127,000 of that number are drawing old-age pensions. 

In seeking to provide adequately for the aged, California 
officials may be going too far ahead of other states. This 
state gives 65 per cent more money than the average of the 
other states. 

What excuse is there for California to give a minimum 
of $35 a month while in many states the amount is less than 
$20 a month? 

We are likely to defeat our generous impulses altogether 
unless a sane basis is established for collecting the money 
with which to pay the pensions.

Mutiny on the Bounty 


The strangest, most preposterous mutiny in all history 
was launched recently on the biggest liner ever floated on the 
industrial high seas—mutiny by members of the WPA crew 
of the good ship Federal Bounty. 

Other ships have foundered in the stormy weather of late 
years. Buffeted vessels of private industry have gone down 
here and there, and their anxious crews have struggled game- 
ly to get new jobs—berths of any sort, on any ship. But the 
WPA ship was equipped with every safety device the gov- 
ernment could provide. So huge it had a crew of millions, 
its pay list was guaranteed by the crews and owners of the 
individual ships of Commerce, Industry and Agriculture— 
who chipped in their taxes to maintain the gigantic craft. 

But the WPA crew struck—because a ship’s plumber, re- 
ceiving $84 a month for 42 hours’ labor, was asked to work 
five hours a day, six days a week! That erew’s mutinous 
leaders struck against the most generous Captain a crew ever 
had—Uncle Sam. 

They struck against the government that built their ves- 
sel; against the law; and against the real owners of the good 
ship Federal Bounty, the American people. And the Cap- 
tain has sternly ordered those mutineers to report for duty, 
or to go ashore and look for something else, while he puts 
the Bounty out of service.
